JURY DENOUNCED FOR «| 
LIQUOR CASE ACQUITTAL 


’ 
‘County Prosecutor Says Future 


Trials Will Be in Circuit 
Court. 


Following the acquittal of three 
men in a HUquor case in Justice 
Sturdy’s court at Valley Park, Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Mueller of St. Louis 
County said today that he would set 
future iiquor cases for trial in the 
Circuit Court. “I will take no more 
chances with Justice Court juries, 
especially in the 
Valley Park,”’ he said. He declared 
that the verdict of acquittal was a 


travesty on justice. 

As liquor cases are misdemeanor 

cases they can be set in the Circuit 
or Justice Courts, as the Prosecuting 
Attorney elects. No liquor case has 
‘yet gone to a jury in the Circulh 
Court, though one case was dis- 
imissed in that court before it 
reached a jury. 

Yesterday's caseat Valley Park 
was the first liquor case tried before 

‘any jury in 8st. Louis Cownty. 

The defendants were Albert Kalk- 
brenner, proprietor of the Hinky 
Dink Inn at Fenton, and Frank Pad- 
_elford and Leo Noland, bartenders. 
They were arrested July 23, in a raid 
made on the place by Deputy Sher- 
iffs. 

The foreman, Benjamin Franklin 
Burt, a Frisco telegraph oferator, 
‘afterward pointed out that 84 cases 
of alleged home brew and a small 
quantity of alleged whisky, which 
were seized, were taken to Clayton, 
to be held as evidence, and declared 
that samples “might have been 
, doped up” to show the unlawful al- 
coholic content testified to by a 
chemist. 

The jury deliberated 20 
and, Burt said, was from 
‘ginning unanimously convineed 
the innocence of the defendanta.

DISORDERS IN 


Crowds Clash With Police in’ 
Bristol and Liverpool—Board 
Guardians Attacked. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. &. —-Demonstra- 
tions by the unemployed were held in 
many places throughout England 
yesterday and in séveral cities serious 
disorders were narrowly averted. An 
ugiy spirit was in evidence at Bristol, 
where a crowd attacked the building 


occupied by the Board of Guardians, 
and clashed with the police. tm the 
ensuing struggle banners were bro- 
ken and a red flag was captured by 
the police. Finally the gates before 
the building were opened and a large 
body of constables charged upon the 
crowd, which was dispersed, but the 
windows in a hundred shops were 
smashed by the manifestanta. 

Exciting scenes also were wit- 
nessed in Liverpool. After an en- 
counter with the police, unemploved 
workers presented to the Counéell a 
10-minute ultjmatum, threatening 
that at the expiration of that time 
they would not be responsible for the 
consequence. The Lord Mayor sub- 
sequently appeared and assured the 
leaders in the demonstration that a 
plan would be formulated for finding 
work. 

One of the moat noticeable demon-_ 
strations occurred in Wales, where 
4000 people _marched across the 
mountains from Abertillery to Tr.- 
degar, a distance of 12 miles. A 
similar nfanifestation in Sunderland 
culminated in an attempt to force 
the gates of the workhouse.

PICTURE OF DESOLATION 


Roots Have Been Eaten— 
No Seed Wheat to Sow. 


By the Associated Press. 

SEMAYENKENA,. Russia, Sept. 7. 
—Desolation is written large on the 
rolling prairies which stretch away 
on every side of this little village in 
the heart of the famine region of the 
Volga. Cattle and horses have 
cropped the sparse herbage until the 
very grass roots have been eaten and 
the hot winds that blow across the 
waste raise great clauds of dust from 
the parched fields. 

The winter wheat must be sowed 
soon, but nowhere has there been any 
preparation for the fall seeding It 
is the genera! practice for the farm- 
ers to sow their wheat by Sept. L5., 
but that dete will find the fields lying 
fallow. for there are no horses tv 
plow the ground and the people are 
unable to secure seed for the next 
harvest. So the fields are not made 
ready to receive the seed. and the 
country lies stark and gray, withered 
by the drouth. The leaves that still 
cling to the frees are gray. anc

What the President refers to as 4 welter of waste 
and prodigal spending,” or “extravagances incident to 
the war.” is the total of billions spent during the war 
and in the completion of war contracts for ships. air- 
craft. artillery. ammunition and tbe running of the 
eailroads. ‘Was the cost of the victory over Ger- 
many a waste’ If there was waste in having excess 
of supplies was it also a “prodigal” extravagance to, 
have had 2,000,000 men in training camps who never 
reached the other side” 

As to the “impressive rate” at which the | welter of 
waste and prodigal spending” has been reduced, the 
President declares that the Republican Congress pre- 
ceding the present one “patiently and assiduously 
labored to réduce expenditures” with results “which 
we can summarize in the statement that the appro- 
priations for the current fiscal year will aggregate 
$4. 250,000,000, and that this is $750,000,000 less than 
expenditures for the previous fiscal year. 

Now, according to a statement of the Presidents 
own Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Mellon, made be- 
fore the House Ways and Means Committee Aug. 4, 
the expense record of July, the first month of the new!

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THE ‘‘LAND&IS DECISION.’’ 

The effect of Judge Landis’ decision on the butfld- 
ing industry in Chicago will be watched with inter- 
est by the entire country. The decision, rendered by 
Judge Landis as arbiter on questions of wages and 
conditions in the building imdustry, reduces wages tn 
a number of trades and substantially changes condi- 
tions governing building operagions. It is the change 
in “conditions,” rather than the reduction in wages. 
that is expected to produce re@sults, according to a 
statement issued by Judge Landis. 

“The real malady.” the statement reads. “lurked in 
the maze of conditions artificially created to give the 
parties a monopoly and the rules designed to produce 
waste for the mere sake of waste. and combining to 
bring about an insufferable situation.” Not all the 
objectionable rules have been elimtmated, apparentlr, 
for the arbiter ie quoted as saying that if the unions

notify him of a change in these rules he wil! “advance 


their wages accordingly.” 

Whether the unions will abide by the decision is 
a question, in the judgment of the president of the 
Chicago Building Trades Council, who is fearful that 
“the men may individually refuse to go to work at 
the wage set by Judge Landis.” The general impres- 
sion, though, is hopeful.. Chicago, freed from a tyran- 
nical practice, seemingly developed severally and 
jointly by labor and capital, is ready to invest $100,-

In asking for broad authority 
deal with the foreign debt, Secretary 
Mellon said this Government was 
committed, by action of his predeces- 
s0rs, to postponement o! the inter- 
est for two or three years (over two 
years of which had already elapsed) 
and to spreading the payment of 
postponed interest installments over 
subsequent years.

“(Good faith and fair dealing he 
said, “obligate this Government to 
the extent I have indicated.’ 

With regard to the principal debior 
Powers, he said, there was no inten- 
tion of accepting bonds other than 
their own. In the case of other coun- 
tries, such as (Czecho-Slovakia.

suffer with kidney trouble, liver 
trouble, ingigestion and finally fatty 
degeneration of the heart. 

The accumulation of too much fat 
ix particularly serious after we have 
reached maturity, as neture intends 
a slight decrease in weight as we 
grow older. 

Yet it is dangerous for an unusu- 
ally obese person to start with stren- 
uous exercises, because the congested 
fat clogs up the circulation and the 
muscles and interferes with the reg- 
viar work of the body...
